INVESTIGATION: 

OFFICERS RECEIVED A CALL FROM THE STARBUCKS COFFEE, LOCATED 
AT 6290 HOLLYWOOD BLVD. BECAUSE OF A THEFT WHICH HAD 
OCCURRED. THE RP/WITNESS WAS AYALA, JURY WHO SAID THAT SHE 
WITNESSED THE DEFT. LATER IDENTIFIED AS BONNER, GERTRUDE 
PAULETTE, TAKE STARBUCKS STORE ITEMS AND PUT THEM DOWN THE 
FRONT OF HER SHIRT. 


UPON THE ARRIVAL OF BID SGT. MCCALL, OFFICER’S; D. ANDERSON, R. 
TRUJILLO, A. PARRA AND SGT. S. PATTON, THEY WITNESSED THE DEFT. 
TRESPASSING IN THE LOCATION AFTER BEING REQUESTED TO LEAVE BY 
AYALA. SHE WAS AGAIN REQUESTED TO LEAVE BY BID OFFICERS AND 
THE DEFT. SAID “I’M GOING TO BUY SOMETHING.” BUT DID NOT MOVE 
TO EXIT THE LOCATION/BUILDING. 


THE WITNESS AYALA SAID SHE WANTED THE DEFT. ARRESTED BECAUSE 
SHE HAD STOLEN FROM THE STARBUCKS AND PUT IT INTO HER SHIRT. 
WITNESS AYALA ALSO SAID SHE DID NOT WANT THE ITEMS BACK THAT 
THE DEFT. HAD TAKEN. 


THE WITNESS SIGNED A PRIVATE PERSON’S ARREST FORM AND AS THE 
OFFICERS APPROACHED THE DEFT. THE DEFT. EXITED THE BUILDING 
AND WALKED QUICKLY NORTHBOUND ON VINE ST., APPROXIMATELY 
100’ FEET WEST OF HOLLYWOOD BLVD.

THE LAPD STORM DESK WAS INFORMED OF THE ARREST AND THEY 
DISPATCHED UNIT 6A77 (LAPD OFCR’S DELAUNEY AND MARTINEZ) 
WHICH ARRIVED AT SCENE A SHORT TIME LATER. 

FEMALE LAPD OFFICER MARTINEZ AND MALE OFFICER DELAUNEY 
REPLACED THE BID HANDCUFFS AND THEN MARTINEZ SEARCHED THE 
DEFT. FOR PROPERTY BELONGING TO STARBUCKS COFFEE, BUT NO 
PROPERTY WAS FOUND IN HER POSSESSION. 

BECAUSE THE MENTAL CONDITION OF THE DEFT. (CONFUSED), OFFICER 
DELAUNEY CONTACTED THE LOCAL HOLLYWOOD P.E.T., WHO SAID THAT 
SHE DID NOT MEET THE CRITERIA FOR ‘A DANGER TO HER SELF, OR 
OTHERS’, SHE WAS NOT ARRESTED AT THE SCENE AND RELEASED ON 
HER OWN RECOGNIZANCE. LAPD THEN TRANSPORTED THE DEFT. AND

ARREST:
